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IMPORTANT  NOTICES  .  .  . 

All  taxpayers  should  read  the  following  requirement  and 
comply  with  it. 

Section  34,  Chapter  91,  Revised  Statutes  of  1959. 

"Before  making  an  assessment,  the  assessors  shall  give  rea- 
sonable notice  in  writing  to  all  persons,  liable  to  taxation  in 
the  municipality,  to  furnish  to  the  assessors  true  and  perfect 
lists  of  their  polls  and  all  their  estates,  not  by  law  exempt  from 
taxation,  of  which  they  were  possessed  on  the  1st  day  of  April 
of  the  same  year. 

"The  notice  to  residents  may  be  given  by  posting  notifica- 
tions in  some  public  place  in  the  municipality,  or  in  such  other 
way  as  the  municipality  directs. 

"The  notice  to  non-resident  owners  may  be  by  mail  directed 
to  the  last  known  address  of  the  taxpayer,  or  by  any  other 
method  that  provides  reasonable  notice  to  the  taxpayer. 

"If  any  person  after  such  notice  does  not  furnish  such  list, 
he  is  thereby  barred  of  his  right  to  make  application  to  the 
assessors  or  the  county  commissioners,  for  any  abatement  of 
his  taxes,  unless  he  furnish  such  list  with  his  application  and 
satisfies  them  that  he  was  unable  to  furnish  it  at  the  time 
appointed. 

"The  assessors  or  any  of  them  may  require  the  person  fur- 
nishing the  list  to  make  oath  to  its  truth,  which  oath  any  of 
them  may  administer,  and  any  of  them  may  require  him  to 
answer  in  writing  all  proper  inquiries  as  to  the  nature,  situa- 
tion and  value  of  his  property  liable  to  be  taxed  in  the  state; 
and  a  refusal  or  neglect  to  answer  such  inquiries  and  subscribe 
to  the  same  bars  an  appeal  to  the  county  commissioners,  but 
such  lists  and  answers  shall  not  be  conclusive  upon  the 
assessors."

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 
SERVICES  IN  STARKS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 

The  public  health  nurse  provides  your  community  with  a 
generalized  nursing  service.  She  is  concerned  with  the  promo- 
tion of  health  and  the  prevention  of  disease.  In  order  to  pro- 
mote health  and  assist  in  preventing  disease  she  surpervises, 
guides  and  counsels  individuals  and  families  in  their  homes,  in 
the  school,  at  child  health  conferences  and  at  clinics,  according 
to  individual  needs.  She  detects  early  symptoms  of  disease 
and  disabilities  and  assists  families  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
medical  care  and  other  supportive  services  that  may  be  indi- 
cated. Under  the  medical  supervision  of  the  family  physician 
she  provides  restorative  and  therapeutic  nursing  care. 

Preschool  and  school  children  were  invited  to  attend  immu- 
nization clinics  which  were  held  at  the  school.  The  following 
immunizations  were  given:  diphtheria  and  tetanus — 16;  whoop- 
ing cough — 1;  polio — 29;  and  smallpox — 5.  During  the  spring 
tuberculin  skin  tests  were  given  to  12  pupils  in  the  sub -primary 
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and  grade  7.  The  tests  were  given  again  in  the  fall  to  9  pupils 
in  the  same  grades.  Hearing  tests  were  given  to  50  students. 
Home  visits  were  made  when  indicated  to  discuss  problems 
with  parents. 

Your  public  health  nurse  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who,  in 
any  way,  helped  to  promote  better  living  in  your  community.

Under  the  conveyance  account  we  have  included  an  amount  of 
$100  to  pay  for  insurance  on  the  school  bus  which  has  previously 
been  paid  from  some  Town  account  and  a  slight  increase  to 
allow  for  the  conveyance  of  the  Mayhew  children  as  has  been 
done  since  September.  We  have  included  under  our  school 
account  both  the  insurance  and  the  Health  Nurse.  This  seemed 
appropriate  as  they  are  items  on  which  subsidy  may  be  paid. 

In  figuring  the  budget,  we  have  planned  for  the  students  to 
continue  their  education  for  the  most  part  unless  terminated 
by  graduation  and  this  is  the  area  that  is  the  most  subject  to 
change;  however,  we  do  not  feel  qualified  to  judge  nor  to 
forecast  how  many  students  may  leave  school  and  have  planned 
to  have  funds  to  pay  the  tuition  charges. 

I  believe  there  may  be  some  interest  in  forming  a  School 
Administrative  District  that  might  include  Starks  and  would 
urge  you  to  be  prepared  to  name  committees  who  might  be 
interested  in  a  School  District. 

We  are  striving  to  give  your  children  the  best  possible  educa- 
tion and  trust  that  we  may  all  work  together  to  accomplish 
this  goal. 

I  thank  you  for  the  interest  that  you  have  shown  in  your 
school  and  the  education  of  your  young  people  and  I  shall 
continue  to  work  for  the  best  educational  interests  of  your 
children.

An  audit  has  been  completed  of  the  financial  records  of  the 
Town  of  Starks  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  January  31,  1964.  The 
audit  consisted  of  an  examination  of  the  records  maintained 
by  the  Selectmen,  Tax  Collector,  Treasurer  and  other  munici- 
pal officials. 

The  operations  for  the  year  showed  that  the  net  unexpended 
departmental  balance  lapsed  amounted  to  $558.35,  per  the  fol- 
lowing summary: 

Departmental  Operations: 

Unexpended  Balances           $  4,520.30 

Overdrafts    3,961.95 


Net  Unexpended  Balance     $  558.35 

Revenue  derived  from  excise  taxes,  the  overlay  and  an  unex- 
pended balance  in  the  truck  account  were  the  major  factors 
contributing  to  the  amount  lapsed  to  surplus.  The  larger  over- 
drafts occurred  in  highway  and  bridge  accounts.

The  following  comments  pertain  to  the  accompanying  finan- 
cial statements  and  to  the  scope  of  audit. 

ASSETS  .  .  .  The  general  cash  balance  of  $7,966.72  and  the 
Burns  and  Moore  Special  account  balance  of  $115.03  were  on 
deposit  in  the  First  National  Bank,  Farmington,  Maine  at 
January  31,  1964. 

Accounts  receivable  of  $507.71  represented  an  overpayment 
of  $346.10  in  connection  with  expenditures  for  winter  roads 
and  $161.61  due  from  another  municipality  for  welfare  charges. 

Taxes  receivable  of  $2,591.02  consisted  principally  of  current 
year  accounts  of  $2,418.82.  The  remaining  balance  of  $172.20 
was  for  unpaid  accounts  dating  from  1960.  Tax  liens  and  tax 
acquired  property  amounted  to  $1,080.09  and  $719.84  respec- 
tively. 

The  deferred  appropriations  are  shown  on  the  balance  sheet 
as  a  result  of  current  year  state  aid  road  expenditures  made  in 
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anticipation  of  state  and  town  funds  being  appropriated  in  the 
1964  and  1965  fiscal  years. 

LIABILITIES,  RESERVES  AND  SURPLUS  .  .  .  Tax  anticipa- 
tion loans  of  $15,000.00,  which  were  due  on  demand,  were  out- 
standing at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  operating  account  showed  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$3,555.06,  representing  various  departmental  accounts  carried 
forward  to  the  ensuing  year  in  accordance  with  legal  require- 
ments and/or  customary  practice. 

The  unappropriated  surplus  amounted  to  $7,273.32,  an  in- 
crease of  $1,368.20  for  the  year.  The  change  was  occasioned 
principally  by  the  net  unexpended  departmental  balances  lapsed 
and  a  reimbursement  for  prior  years'  welfare  expenditures. 

TRUST  FUNDS  .  .  .  Trust  fund  principals  totaled  $2,233.01 
and  unexpended  income  amounted  to  $240.66.  The  funds  are 
on  deposit  in  the  Depositors  Trust  Company,  Madison,  Maine. 

GENERAL  .  .  .  The  examination  of  vouchers  revealed  that, 
in  some  cases,  disbursements  were  based  on  statements  ren- 
dered without  supporting  invoices  or  signed  sales  slips. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  .  .  .  The  following  recommendations 
are  worthy  of  consideration: 

Require  an  itemized  bill  for  all  expenditures  of  town 
monies.  Paid  bills  to  be  kept  on  file  with  selectmen's  copy 
of  warrant. 

To  avoid  duplication,  payments  should  not  be  made  from 
statements. 


SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

The  system  of  internal  control  was  reviewed  as  pertained 
to  the  handling  of  cash  and  other  matters  of  financial  concern. 
Count  of  cash  was  made  and  reconciled  with  current  receipts. 

Cash  accounts  were  verified  by  reconciliation  of  bank  state- 
ments and /or  bank  confirmation.   Verifications  were  utilized, 
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on  a  test  basis,  to  determine  the  correctness  of  recorded  assets 
and  liabilities. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  receipts  and  deposits  as  well  as 
expenditures  and  negotiated  checks.  Vouchers  were  examined 
for  the  year  and  canceled  checks  for  a  selected  period. 

Excise  tax  collections  were  verified  with  copies  of  receipts 
retained  by  the  collector.  Trust  fund  transactions  were  ex- 
amined. Surety  bond  coverage  was  reviewed.

In  accordance  with  Chapter  90-A,  Revised  Statutes  of  1954, 
as  amended,  an  audit  has  been  conducted  of  the  financial 
records  of  the  Town  of  Starks  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Jan- 
uary 31,  1965. 

The  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  my  opinion  the  exhibits  and  schedules  incorporated  in 
this  report,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town 
of  Starks  at  January  31,  1965  and  the  results  of  its  operations 
for  the  year  then  ended.

TOWN  OF  STARKS 

February  1,  1964  to  January  31,  1965 

An  audit  of  the  financial  records  of  the  Town  of  Starks  has 
been  completed  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  January  31,  1965. 
The  audit  consisted  of  an  examination  of  the  records  main- 
tained by  the  municipal  officials. 

The  fiscal  year's  operations  showed  that  the  net  overdrafts 
of  departmental  balances  amounted  to  $2,776.04. 

The  following  comments  pertain  to  the  accompanying  finan- 
cial statements  and  to  the  scope  of  audit. 


ASSETS  .  .  .  The  general  cash  balance  of  $9,861.43  and  the 
Burns  and  Moore  special  account  balance  of  $119.09  were  on 
deposit  in  the  First  National  Bank,  Farmington,  Maine. 

Taxes  receivable  totaling  $4,604.93  consisted  of  current  years 
accounts  of  $4,432.71  and  the  remaining  balance  of  $172.22 
was  due  on  assessments  dating  from  1962. 

Tax  liens  and  tax  acquired  property  amounted  to  $526.49 
and  $161.92  respectively. 

The  deferred  appropriations  shown  on  the  balance  sheet 
are  as  a  result  of  prior  years  state  aid  road  expenditures 
made  in  anticipation  of  state  and  town  funds  being  appro- 
priated in  the  1965  fiscal  year. 


LIABILITIES,  RESERVES  AND  SURPLUS  .  .  .  Tax  antici- 
pation loans  of  $15,000.00  which  were  due  on  demand,  were 
outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  operating  accounts  showed  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$2,673.96,  representing  various  operating  accounts  carried  for- 
ward to  the  ensuing  year  in  accordance  with  legal  require- 
ments and/or  customary  practice. 

Other  reserves  consisted  of  the  balance  in  the  Burns  and 
Moore  account  and  trust  fund  income. 

The  unappropriated  surplus  amounted  to  $3,636.36,  a  de- 
crease of  $3,636.96  for  the  year.  The  decrease  was  occasioned 
principally  by  the  overdrafts  of  departmental  balances. 
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TRUST  FUNDS  .  .  .  Trust  fund  principals  totaled  $2,233.01 
and  unexpended  income  was  $240.66.  The  funds  are  on  deposit 
in  the  Depositors  Trust  Co.,  Madison,  Maine. 

GENERAL  .  .  .  The  examination  of  vouchers  revealed  that, 
in  some  cases,  disbursements  were  based  on  statements  ren- 
dered without  supporting  invoices  or  signed  sales  slips. 


The  system  of  internal  control  was  reviewed  as  pertained 
to  the  handling  of  cash  and  other  matters  of  financial  concern. 
Count  of  cash  was  made  and  reconciled  with  current  receipts. 

Cash  accounts  were  verified  by  reconciliation  of  bank  state- 
ments and /or  bank  confirmation.  Verifications  were  utilized, 
on  a  test  basis,  to  determine  the  correctness  of  recorded  assets 
and  liabilities. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  receipts  and  deposits  as  well  as 
expenditures  and  negotiated  checks.  Vouchers,  payrolls  and 
cancelled  checks  were  examined  for  a  selected  period. 

Excise  tax  collections  were  verified  with  copies  of  receipts 
retained  by  the  collector.  Trust  fund  transactions  were  ex- 
amined. Surety  bond  coverage  was  reviewed. 


Require  an  itemized  bill  for  all  expenditures  of  town  monies. 
To  avoid  duplication,  payments  should  not  be  made  from  state- 
ments. 

The  above  recommendation  of  the  State  Auditor  in  his  re- 
port dated  October  9,  1964  has  not  been  followed. 
This  recommendation  should  be  followed.
